The 
surgeon’s opinion proved correct, and, 
above stated, Veaudemont expired at 
twenty minutes past three o’clock last 
evening.

There being no bar to the gratification 
of his request except that of time, whieh 
the surgeon admonished him was growing 
short indeed, A license was hastily pro- 
eured, and the bride took her piace at 
the bedside, and clasping the already 
clammy hand of the dying bridegroom— 
she with streaming eyes and bursting 
heart, he with trembling lips and voice 
weak in death—responded to the words of 
the marriageccremony. Barely had the 
Holy Father time to shrive the dying man 
ere all that was mortal of Arthur de Pel- 
grau was stiff and stark before them. 

His death will be acrushing blow to his 
mother and sister, who have just arrived 
in Chicago, from France, and who tele- 
raphed last evening for him to come to 
hem, only to receive the reply—‘ Shot 
last night; died about an hour ago.”
